The international situation at the 


moment is so bad that it seems to be 
almost incapable of further deterioration ; 
yet it is disturbing to learn that a 
diplomatic ‘‘incident’’ of some gravity 
has arisen between Great Britain and 
Italy. Since: the war broke out relations 
between these two nations have been 
correct rather than cordial. There was a 
traditional: friendship between London 
and Rome. The people of Italy never 
forgot the sympathy and active assistance 
which they received from the British 
during the period of the Risorgimento; 
and it was fairly certain from the 
outset that no- Italian Government 
would ask them to-go to war against 
the British Empire. Relations were 
strained alist to breaking point 
when ‘iiie British Government took 
the initiative at Geneva in the matter of 
** sanctions.”’ TÍ re could be no doubt, of 
any kind regardilig the rights and wrongs 
of the attack on Abyssinia. Italy was 
wholly and hopelessly at fault; yet, 
although the ‘‘sanctions’’ never were 
enforced really seriously—in particular, 
there .was .no interference: with Italy’s 
supplies of oil—bitter resentment was felt 
by the Italian people, who were led to 
believe quite sincerely that the British 
were engaged in a Machiavellian con- 
spiracy against them. Then came the 
Spanish civil war and the attacks on 
British shipping by mysterious submarines 
in the Mediterranean. Once again the 
Italians resented Great Britain’s policy in 
Spain, which was represented by that 
blessed word, 4‘ non-intervyention’’; and 
but for the prompt measures which led to 
the decisions of the Noyon Conference, an’ 
Anglo-Italian conflict easily might have 
been precipitated. The end of the war 
in Spain brought about a marked impréve- 
ment in Anglo-Italian relations. A fairly 
comprehensive ‘trade agreement was 
negotiated in 1938, and it looked as if the 
old friendship between the two peoples 
might be restored. When it became clear 
that another European war was at hand, 
and that France and Great Britain once 
again would find themselves faced by the 
armed might of Germany, it was feared 
for a time that Italy might be tempted 
to throw in her lot with the Germans. 
Public opinion,” however, ‘was ‘outraged by 
Herr von Ribbentrop's pact with the 
Bolsheviks. Hatred of Communism: ‘is 
sincere among the ,Fascists, and nobody 


jwho knew anything about him could 


imagine Signor Mussolini in the same | 
galley-as Comrade Josef Stalin. While, 
therefore, Italy maintained to a large 
extent her attitude of official reserve 
visecievis Great Britain and France, no 
‘encouragement was given to Germany, 
and Signor Mussolini took -the first 
opportunity to announce publicly that 
Italy, in no circumstances, would ‘ake 
the military initiative against anybody. 
Manifestly, the Duce had made up his. 
mind to hold his hand until he should 
see which way the cat was likely to jump. 
Italy, as a first-class Power, would be able 
to exert a considerable amount of influence 
at. the Peace Conference, especially: it all 
her ármed forces. should remain intact; | 
and after Herr Hitler had:sent a rather | 
foolish telegram to Signor Mussolini when 


| his. armies. invaded Polapd, it became} 
almost certain that Italy would remain |:

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Germany.

‘Italy must submit to certain measures of 
control. In other words, the British 
propose to stop the export of coal to Italy, 
on the ground that the Germans are able 
to buy essential war materials with the 
proceeds in foreign currency. The Italian 
Government has sent a strongly-worded 
Note to London, protesting vehemently 
against this proposal. Not unnaturally, 
Italy objects to any form of naval control 
by the British. The Note insists that the 
whole business is contrary to the letter 
and spirit of international law. It 
invokes the terms not only of the 
“ Gentleman's Agreement” of a few 
years ago, but also of the Declaration of 
Paris of 1856. The fact that the Italian 
Government protests against interference 
with mails on the high seas indicates that 


it is concerned with a larger issue than | 


that of contraband control; and we shall 
be much surprised if a friendly arrange- 
ment is not made. Signor Mussolini hints 
that, if the British do not meet: Italian 
wishes in this case, the economic and 
political relations which were established 
between Great Britain and Italy two years 
ago may be ‘disturbed and compro-. 
mised.”” The British certainly do not 
want any more trouble with Italy. On 
the other hand, they take the view that all 
neutral ships must pay the price of their 
neutrality by submission to naval control 
at sea, just as they must take the risk of. 
attack and sinking by German submarines. 
It is a pretty point, which could be argued 
on both sides until the end of time. I 
it is settled, it will be settled on grounds 
of sheer expediency. Appeals to inter- 
national law in these‘ times are simply 
farcical. 


Arab and. Jew 


Palestine will be the subject of an 
interesting debate in the British House 
of Commons during the next day or two. 
For many years past much of the best 
land of Palestine has been falling—with 
the strictest legality—into Jewish hands. | 
Many of the Jewish settlers who have 
arrived there since the Zionist movement 
obtained official sanction after the Great 
War have possessed a substantial amount 
of money, and most of them have used it 
to purchase land from its Arab owners. 
All transactions were perfectly fair. The 
Jews paid good money for any land that 
they bought, and the Arabs were only too 
pleased to get it. Jews, however, are as 
provident as Arabs are shiftless. After a 
very short time the average Jewish 
settler had contrived to make as much of 
his land as the average Arab would have 
made of it in a dozen centuries, while the 
Arabs had spent the purchase money and 
had nothing to show in return. The 
natural instinct of an improvident people 
came into play. The now landless Arabs, 
seeing their former properties overspread 
with flourishing orange-groves or farms, 
while they themselves were left with 
nothing, proceeded to grumble, and from 
grumbling they proceeded to, agitation. 
It: would be hard to tell how much of the 
discontent and bloodshed which have 
tortured Palestine during the past ten 
years has been due to this “ land 
question ’’; but. there can be no doubt 
that many of the Grand Mufti’s followers 
include the landless men. The British 
Government has recognised this source 
and opportunity of danger, and within the | 
past week it has decreed that there shall 
be no further sales of land by Arabs to 
Jews. The decree will not pass without 
challenge. In Parliament itself, the 
Labour Opposition. proposes to fight jt on 
the ground ,that the Government has 
acted ultra vires. There is a general 
belief that Great Britain is wholly respon- 
sible for the government of Palestine, but, | 
in fact, she only governs the country 
under a mandate from the League of 
Nations, and any important change in 


Palestine’s administration ought to be |’ 


referred to Geneva. The Opposition will 
argue that Mr. Malcolm Macdonald’s 
Department has no authority to take so. 
important a decision by itself, and will 
before the Government 
commits itself, the League must be 
consulted. This point of view, no doubt,

We can sympathise 
with the unfortunate men, having shaved 
ourselves with razor blades that must have 
been souvenirs of sardine tins, although 


‘the fact was not advertised. Fortunately,-} an 


the-souvenir-hunting disease never really 
got a grip on this country, and the crowds 
that “ collected ” sundry loot during the 
** troubles ’’ in Dublin found that the 
word ‘‘souvenir’’ possessed no magic 
whatever for the forces of law and order. 
This in itself may have checked the 
disease, but_we prefer to think that the 
country has been permitted to remain sane 
in this respect as some measure of 
compensation for our larger lunacies.

Discussing the situation in Finland, The 
Times, in a leading article to-day, says :— 
The fate of Viipuri is a tragedy, but not 
a disaster. .To north and west of the 
ruined city stand further strong lines of 
defence, which the Finns are A ae to 
defend with as much energy deter- 
mination as they have defended those 
lately abandoned: Even if these rearward 
fortifications were to be breached in their 


time on the semi-circle of the Great Lakes. 
On the other hand, it is not to be disguised 
that should the Russians succeed in 
re the Mannerheim Line, and in 
eploying their overwhelming strength 
beyond the Karelian Isthmus, where they 
have hitherto been cooped up, they would 
be able to stretch the thin Finnish line 
to a dangerous degree. Moreover, a fresh 
drive westward from Viipuri would take 
them into the comparatively open coast 
zone, in which. lie the bulk of Finland’s 
industrial resources. 
It may be ar ‘that time is against 
them, but the thaw is still a long way 
ahead, and the weather programme, on 
which snow is now indicated, is by no 
means clocklike in its consistency. Nor 


operations, serious hinderance though it 
may be. It must bo remembered also that 
during the month of February, for the 
first time since the invasion began, the 
Finns have suffered very heavily. Their 
battle casualties may have amo to a 
fraction only of those suffered by the 
attack, but they represent a loss which a 
nation of three or four million souls 
cannot afford. It is to bee ted, there- 
fore, that the defence will in future 
become more elastic than it was 
during the first fortnight in February, 
and that ground will have to be yielded 
earlier in order to conserve man-power. 
Indeed, the latest retirement appears to 
furnish enough evidence that this form of 
tactics is already being carried out. 

It is becoming clearer every day, con 
tinues The Times, that this war is no side 
issue. Finland is defending more than 
the cause of liberty and more than her 
own soil; The whole north is in peril 
from the ression directed against her, 
and not, perhaps, against her alone. Our 
own cause is being buttressed by her resist- 
ance to the evil of tyranny. e Finnish 
resistance has alread weakened Russia—

The Swedish Air Force 


Sweden, faced with the possibility of 
war, is endeavouring to increase the 
strength of her Air Force. She hopes to 
limit a defect in her defensive system by 
the purchase of modern acroplanes from 
the United States. In this matter other 
Powers in urgent need of new machines 
have squeezed Sweden out and left her 
with very little chance of speedy delivery, 
Sweden, like many other countries, js 
behind with her war preparations. Until 
last September she was using a plan drawn 
up in 1936, which provided for 257 first- 
class aeroplanes by 1943. Now six and a 
quarter million pounds have been voted 
for two new groups of fighter ’planes. She 
does; however, possess a navy, which could 
do good service in case of necessity, as it 
includes three coastal battleships of 8,00 
tons each, armed with 11-inch guns. 


Taking Over U.S. Securities 


To-day the British Government paid out 
millions of pounds to the big banks, which 
will pass the money on to the thousands 
of holders of the sixty different United 
States securities taken over at fixed prices. 
When these securities have been collected 
at the Bank .of England they are to be 
shipped to Néw York, where they will be 
ec | on Wall Street to provide foreign 
exchange to pay for British purchases in 
the United States. It is understood that 
they are not to be dumped all at once on 
the market, as this would cause a big 
decline and might result in loss upon the 
deal. A number of the securities will be 
taken over by big American financial 
institutions, and the others will be sold 
with caution as opportunity occurs. On 
the London Stock Exchange it is thought 
that there may be quite a boom as a result 
of the need for re-investment of the money 
received for these securities. It is by no 
means certain, however, that there will be 
any great activity on the stock markets 
until after Sir John Simon has introduced 
his war Budget in April next. 


War’s Effect on Chain Stores 


One of the most interesting developments 
in commerce is the possible effect on 
groups of chain stores. Until only a few 
months ago many of these stores were 
virtually able to control tho outputs oi 
certain manufacturers and to secure the 
whole outputs of some factories aí 
extremely low costs. Some manufacturers, 
in the circumstances, have been barely 
able to survive. The war, however, has 
brought about a complete change. The 
manufacturers in this category are free 
and able to command prices, and decline 
to accept orders except from Government 
departments. The development, which was 
certain to take place at some time, has 
only been hastened by the war. It probably 
will have a marked effect on many of - 
big stores which sell goods at a low, 1% 
price.

At the outset, Alderman Kelly, the 
Deputy Lord Mayor, who sir is said 
that, while every member could express 
his opinion on the matter without, any in- 
‘terference, he would like to say that the 
Corporation could not arrive at any deci- 
sion that night other than to. refer the 
matter back to the General Purposes Com- 
mittee, or to a special meeting of the 
Council or to a Committee of the whole 
House. : 

Mr. James Larkin moved that the meet- 
ing should instruct the City Manager to 
enter into immediate negotiations with 
the representatives of the employés now 
involved in a dispute, and to adjust their 
demand on the basis of 4s. per week imme- 
diate advance, and 1s. per week increase 
for every five points over the official 
index figure of 192. : 

Mr. J. J. Byrne objected that the 
motion was a vote of censure on the nego- 
tiating committee, and was a fresh instruc- 
tion to them to give an advance before 
the Corporation had considered the whole 
subject. 

Alderman Kelly said that to instruct 
the City Manager was not in order. 

Mr. Larkin—All right, there is no 
motion then before the House. 


THE NEGOTIATIONS 


Proceeding, he said that it could not be 
argued that there had not been a change 
in the conditions of. life, as they affected 
the working ,classes. Dealing with the 
negotiations that had taken place before 
the strike, he said that the Corporation 
Sub-committee of five members, presided 
over by the Chairman of the General Pur- 
poses Committee, had been appointed on 
a resolution of his; and came back with 
4% negative report. That committee, en- 
larged by the addition of three other 
members, went back. with definite instruc- 
tions as a negotiating committee to adjust 
the men’s grievances in: the light of the 
agreement that had heen entered into by 
officials of the ‘union -direetly affected, 
which catered for eighty per cent. of the 
wage class in the Corporation service. 
That committee went back to adjust the 
men’s demands in the light of cheir will- 
ingness to base the demand on the change 
in the cost-of-living index figure. 

When the men got an advance of 5s. a 
little more than a year ago no question 
was raised as to their service capacity or 
efficiency. Yet, when the same men sub- 
mitted a really concrete and economic 
proposal they were found to be not worthy 
of any consideration. When representa- 
tives of the union came in, he said, they 
were not given audience. 


THE INDEX FIGURE 
They were told by the chairman of the 


negotiating committee, and by a majority 


of the committee, that there was an offer 
of 2s. per week increase, and that, if the 
index ai rose, they would get 6d. per 
week for every ten points rise above 192. 
If the offer had been left at 2s., he himself 
would not have been. offended as a 
negotiator. But when it came to inter- 
fering with values that had been arranged 
and accepted for the last twenty years as 
regards the values inherent in the ingex 
figure, then they were hitting not only tho 
Corporation labourers, but every worker 
in the city’and country. The men’s repre- 
sentatives were told to take the offer or go 
about their business. There were no 
negotiations. 


£60,000 ON THE RATES 
Mr. J. J. Byrne said that the union’s 
demand would mean that £60,000 would 
be placed on the city rates, and that was 
an absolutely impossible position. Hs 
thought the strike committee should with- 


the negotiating committee to meet them 
again. He would not agree, however, to 
meet them with a direction that thero 
should be a 4s. increase and a ls. increase 
for every five points over the official index 
figure. That demand was outrageous. 

The offer that had been made by the 
committee was made in the hope of avert- 
ing the strike, and not because they 
thought tho wages of the men were too 
low. Only recently Mr. de Valera refused 
to receive a deputation from the I.N.T.O. 
about increased wages for teachers, and 
yet a man who swept the streets received 
£1.a week more than did a fully qualified 
national school teacher. ' 


APPEAL TO THE MEN 

The Labour people in the city were 
wholeheartedly behind the stand taken by 
the negotiating committee. Some of the 
strikers, he said, were quite unaware that 
in addition to the 2s. offer made by the 
‘committee there was to. be a further 
increase for every advance of ten points 
in the cost of living, which might mean 
an extra 2s.

CITY MANAGER’S LETTER 


The City Manager said that he had 
written the following letter to the Depart- 
ment of Local Government and Public 
Health. One part of the letter dealt with 
the rent collectors. The letter was as 
follows :— 

“ In connection with the withdrawal of 
the services of Corporation employés, I 
wish to draw the Minister’s special atten- 
tion to the action of twenty rent collectors, 
who have not been present to carry out 
their official duties since the morning of 
the 1st inst. These rent collectors are 
officers of the Corporation and their action 
in failing to carry out their duties must 
be ama, Bh as a serious breach of their 
contract of service, and one which cannot 
be allowed to pass without disciplinary 
action being considered. Owing to the 
extreme pressure of work here, Í am not 
in a position to make any recommendation 
to the Minister now, but I regard the 
matter as sufficiently serious to warrant 
my making a special report. 

“ Another disquieting feature of the pre- 
sent situation is the withdrawal of the ser- 
vices of the Fire Brigade personnel (except 
the officers). As the Minister is aware, the 
officers of the brigade would at the utmost 
be able to man one engine, and this is a 
very perturbing state of affairs, when one 
-considers the possibility of a serious con- 
flagration in the city. I regard the action 
of the fire brigade men in withdrawing 
their services as particularly unjustifiable, 
‘seeing that about a year ago the two 
platoon system of duty was introduced at 
a very large extra cost to the citizens. 
This had had the effect of allowing these 
men to work on one day only out of each 
two, without any loss of emoluments paid 
previously. I regard the lack of an 
adequate fire-fighting force as most dis- 
quieting, and feel constrained so to 
report to the Minister.” 


‘‘ HIGH-HANDED ”’ 


Dr. J. Hannigan, T.D., said that he 
deplored the vicious attack.made on the 
leader of the principal union involved, 
and he. considered the union representa- 
tives had been unfairly accused of having 
full responsibility for the strike. He 
thought their own negotiating committee 
acted somewhat high-handedly in making 
an offer and giving the impression to the 
union representatives that it was final.
